'THERE la more than trading and tariffs to the 

European Common Market, although thia aspect | 
la ignored by the critic* of "the federal government, j 
It it probable Indeed that while aoft-pedalled by the j 
Macmillan regime the real reason for Britain'* j 
proposed entry Into the ECM b politics L 

The Qmipean market group b moving ateadily 
toward* the creation of a common political entity. 
There b no meret about Thu: the six nation* now , 
comprising the ECM have set this as a goal. There 
b in the making a potential United States of Europe, 
a third force rivalling In strength tha two major 
forces of the U.S.A. and the U.S.S R. 

Britain b tied to' Europe by geography and 
history, and any literal Ion in the balance o( European 
power and influence affects her intimately. Did she 
atay out of auch a grouping there b the fear, already 
expressed in Brttbh circles, that she would suffer a 
diminution In status and authority as a nation. To 
a country which has been the leading European power 
for centuries this is a prospect scarcely to be 
entertained. 

The reverse view to this, voiced by those in 
Britain not so anxious that she should join the EC M 
as these federal critics in Canada seem to be, is thst by 
joining a common market likely to become a political 
force Britain might find her sovereignty endangered 
and drop from a leading to a lesser influence, 

The political Implications are thus far-reaching 
and they affect Canada and the Commonwealth. Mr. 
Howard Green has pin-pointed one aspect that cannot 
be lightly dismissed How could Britain as a member 
of thb new union and not its directing head, reconcile 
Its role as the lesder of the Commonwealth' The 
policies of the ECM might easily run counter to those 
at general Commonwealth Interest. 

Beyond the immense trading stake Canada has 
at I—ue in the question there is this wider problem 
at future political results. And It could be vital to 
Cam da. 

It is no wonder that Mr. Green concedes frankly 
♦hat “we are very much worried." Only thoae who 
for partisan reasons disregard the political aspect 
at the ECM In order to attack the Diefenbaker 
government, can afford to bless Britain's entry into 
the Common Market without thought of the 
oonrequences. 

They do not bear the responsibility for Its effect 
on this country. The Conservative government does, 
and there is no rebuttal to Mr. Green's question when 
he asks; “What would you think of a Canadian 
government which did not do everything to protect the 
Interests of the Canadian people?

The voters could not be given a simple choice between 
the Hydro builditw and a new structure; that would 
give them no chance to vote against both. And if 
they were asked to vote yea or no on each proposal, 
it la not impossible that council would find itself 
Instructed to proceed with both. 

At beat It seems certain that there would be many 
■polled ballots. The first requisite of a plebiscite 
question is that it should be straightforward. 

The second flaw ia that It surely would be 
Impossible between now. and the dvir elections to draw 
preliminary plans for a new city hall and obtain a 
reasonably firm coat estimate. Those who voted for 
construction of a new dty hall, in other words, would 
be voting for a pig in a poke. 

If the Hydro building purchase is rejected. Mayor 
Percy Scurrah proposes, then plans for a new dty 
hall will be drawn and the ratepayer* will be given 
• chance to aay whether or not they wish to build it 
The hoidim of a second plebiscite would be slightly 
the more expansive course, and would take more time. 
But the ratepayers would know foA sure what they 
were asked, and council would know for sure what 
It was told.

Hie fact that houses have only 
four outside walla I find extremely 
frustrating at time*, for there ar* 
as many* excellent wall shrub* and 
climbers 1 would 11k* to grow, and 
no more wall* on which to grow 
them. 

This frustrated feeling reache* an 
all-time high every time 1 visit a 
certain friend of min# who has th# 
lovely evergreen Magnolia grandl- 
ftora growing a* a wdH shrub In an 
angle where a aouth-toclng and west- 
facing walls come together. Actually 
a tree this la the Magnolia of the 
Old South—my friend ha* branches 
trained to stretch out along the two 
trails, aome 30 feet taU. producing 
each year In late summer and early 
fall a profusion of hug* waxy 
Ivory-white bloom* 10 Inch** across.

|)k I am well satisfied with the pres 
^anl occupant of our cast facing wall 
— the lovely climbing rose Mermaid, 
with alngle-Howered bloom* In pal* 
yellow almost the size of a saucer— 
but if 1 had another east wall. I 
could grow Garrya elliptic* as a wall 
shrub. Carry* I* evergreen, bloom 
Ing In midwinter, and the trick to to 
eel the male form, which ha* much 


the evergreen Magnolia. It le worth¬ 
while to give Garrya a little winter 
protection tor Iti first couple of 
years la th* form of a plastic screen. 

The Camellia lend* Itaelf admir¬ 
ably to training against a wall, and 
being evergreen. It looks good all 
year round. The trick here I* to 
grow It against a west-facing wall, 
for the greatest danger to Camellia 
blooms la the morning sun tolling 
upon flower buds which have (akan 
a bit of frost through the night. 

A west trail, shaded from tha 
morning sun, gives the buds a chanro 
to thaw out slowly. I should warn 
you. though, that the soil at the foot 
of a west wall tends to become very 
dry In summer, a* your wall-trained 
Camellia will need plenty of spongy 
organic mailer In the soil to retain 
moisture, plus occasional deep water¬ 
ing, plus a surface mulch of peat 
moss or half rotted leaves. 


For a south nr weat-tactng wall. 
I could go for Ceanothua In a Mg 
way. Not the leaf losing kind Ilka 
Clone dr Vera* Hies. for lovely as 
they are. their habit of growth la 
more like a lilac, not quite aultato* 
for training against a wall. My
